Practically the only vitamin de­ 
ficiency diseases seen in children 
of the United States with any fre­ 
quency are rickets, tetany and scur­ 
vy. 
It is a pity, however, that even 
these occur, for the thing to re­ 
member about a vitamin deficiency 
disease is that nobody need ever 
have it in these days when vitamins 
are to be had in so many forms. 
Rickets results from a lack of 
Vitamin D. Vitamin D is formed 
in the skin when it is exposed 
ta ultra-violet rays from the sun- 
sh'.ne or from a lamp. 
Children who grow rapidly are 
more likely ‘to develop rickets than 
these* who grow slowly Other things 
which seem to influence the occur­ 
rence of this condition are the type 
jf feeding, the skin color and pre­ 
maturity. 
Thus, a breastfed child 
is less 
likely to develop rickets than it the 
bottie-fed baby. In this regard a 
blonde child has the edge over a 


dark-skinned one, and a baby bom 
at normal term is safer from rick­ 
ets than is the premature infant. 
Signs mt Rickets 
The signs of rickets include soft­ 
ening cf the skull bones, enlarge­ 
ment of the bones in the forehead, 
enlargements where the ribs join 
the breastbone, and enlargement of 
the wrists and ankles. Later such 
things as bowlegs, knock-knees and 
malformations of the chest may 
occur. 
Unless rickets is severe it does 
not interfere greatly with the gen­ 
eral health although there is evi­ 
dence that rickets may lead to a 
lowered resistance to upper res­ 
piratory infections. If there Is any 
question as to diagnosis, an X-ray 
examination may be carried out. 
Of course, the treatment consists 
of giving large amounts of Vita­ 
min D as well as the proper diet. 
Spasm of Muscles 
Tetany is a condition in which 
there is spasm of various muscles 
and often convulsions. One form 


of this condition is due to a V ita­ 
min D deficiency. The symtoms 
often may be brought on by an in­ 
fection. 
The 
diagnosis 
of tetany 
may 
be confirmed by determining the 
amount of calcium or lime in the 
blood serum. In tetany the blood 
calcium is reduced. Tire treatm ent 
consists of giving Vitamin D and 
calcium. 
Scurvy occurs because of a lack 
of Vitamin C 
The symtoms con­ 
sist of irritability, loss of appetite, 
fever, swelling near the joints and 
bleeding of the gums. This con* 
dition also is not difficult to diag­ 
nose, and it may be prevented by- 
giving the infant orange juice or 
tomato juice in liberal amounts. 
Vitamin C or ascorbic acid may 
also be employed. 
All these diseases have decreased 
sharply during the past 20 years 
and we can do away with Vmm 
altogether 
by 
watchfulness 
and 
care to begin the proper foods or 
vitamins early en ou gh .

If any thing Is fo und wro ng, the 
New Yo rk o ffice repo rts back to 
y o ur lo cal co llecto r who may do 
o ne o f sev eral things: 
H ell send y o u a refund if y o u'v e 
paid to o much tax . 
If y o u hav en’t 
paid eno ugh, he may no tify y o u by 
mail to straighten it o ut. 
Or. he may tell y o u to co me to 
his o ffice, o r, he may send so me 
o ne to check o n y o ur bo o ks. 


If y o u think 
the 
go v ernment 
agent who has checked o n y o u is 
wro ng, y o u can appeal to his bo ss 
If y o u're turned do wn all alo ng 
the line, y o u finally can appeal to 
the U. S. tax co urt. 
This ceurt has 16 
judges 
who 
trav el aro und the co untry to hear 
appeals fro m -peo ple 
who 
think 
they 're being tax ed to o much. 
Fo r ex ample: 
If y o u liv e in New 
Orleans and hav e appealed to the 
co urt, y o u can wait there till o ne o f 
the J udges gets aro und to New Or­ 
leans. 
Mo ri peo ple settle their cases be­ 
fo re they g et to the tax co urt be­ 
cause y o u need a lawy er to repre­ 
sent y o u there. 
So the tax co urt J udges almo st 
entirely hear co mplaints inv o lv ing 
large amo unts o f mo ney .
